AN INCOERBCT'STATISim 

We have received a marked copy of 
The Bepublic published at Wasiiiiigtoii, 
D. C, CDiitaining a letter addressed to tho 
editor on "I'.ritijh Canadian Schemes — 
The Eiicioaclimeiit of the U(jiniiiion Ujioii 
tho Commercial and 'I'raiisportatioii In- 
terests of the United .States." .losepli 
Nimmo, .Ir., llio well-known American 
statistician, is the writer. He eoiiiphiins 
that ( ho Canadians have builba .trail^Cpn- 
tinental railway, and tjiat Canadian rail- 
ways imd'ships are , ^king' trade from 
United States railways and ships. Tho 
Canadian Pacific railway is, in the eyes of 
Mr. Nimmo, a very bad thing, but, he 
says, "a more flagrant attempt and nnjre 
successful attempt has been made to 
capture American commerce. The Cana- 
dian government and British governniont 
together have subsidized a steamer line — 
throe Hteaiiiers - granting it §.'iOO,000 a 
year lor a mail service (Jiily about oiic- 
tweiitiotli as large aa that between San 
Francisco and the countries ot Asia, for 
which the Cnited States pays the imme/we 
sww o/§l'l,s:il. This Canadian lino has 
already captured 42 per cent, ot our tea 
trade. So in the interest of a Britisli 
steamer line and a Canadian government 
railroad, wo are importing our tea largely 
by the way of Winnipeg, a Caniidiaii town 
454 miles north of St. Paul, Minnesota, 
in 1770 our Revolutionary forefather.- 
submitted 'to a candid world' amoii;. 
•)tli<ir reasons for their separation from 
Great Britian, tho fact that the Britisli 
monarch bus given his assent to Haws/or 
cuUiim off om trade wiUi all parts of tlw.

'The Britisli-Caiiadian scheino for cap- , 
turing American coninierco, has its (iccul- 
iarly British military^ adjuncts, a fort and 
naval station at EsqUitnal^'^nenr Victoria, 
on tho Island of Vancouver, oppobito and 
within sight of tho shores of the United 
•SUitos. This position was described, b}' 
Lord Lan8downe,lato Oovonior-Goneral of 
Canada in 1885, as ii 'naval station likely 
to become one of tlio greatest and most 
important strongholds of the empire,' and 
it is also described by British authority 
as 'one of the most heavily arniorod ports 
on the coast of North America, and as 
'holding a pistol at tho head of San Fran- 
cisco.' 

In so far as relates to the disposition of 
tho United States toward Canada, there is 
no more need of such a military establish- 
ment at Es(|iiiiiialt, than at the farthest 
point north reached by the Clreoly party. 
Tho United States has not to-d:iy a fort, 
nor a gun, nor a diy d<;ck within a thou- 
sand miles of Esiiuimalt, but tho lojjie of 
events now points to the necessity of 
adequate prejiaration of this aortonPiiget 
Sound. Tho idea of co.\iunercia) suprem- 
acy with Great Britairt''iippy»tti 'ttt' be 
always associated with her naval and 
miliUiry power, and the fact that the 
British rteet in the Pacilic Cdiigregated at 
Victoria durnig tho Trent allair in 18<U, 
in connection with the works aubse 
quontly construclod at Es(|uimalt, are 
facts suggestive enough even fur the 
sleeping patriotism of the people of the 
Ignited States." 

Mr. Nimmo is unfortuiialely all astray as 
to his facts. Fort Stoveha stands at the 
mouth of the Columbia river, and the 
forts at San Eraiicisco are not a thousand 
miles from Es(|uimalt. But a little inac- 
curacy as to forlilications and guns is 
neither here nor tlien^; the main theim 
is that there is a diy dock at Eacju malt 
while tho L'nited .States has none on tlie 
Pacilic Coast. The ipieer thing about all 
this is that Mr. Ninnno seems to think 
his countrymen ought to be very angry at 
Canadians for building railways, sailing 
ships and establishing dry docks. He 
thinks the United States government 
ought to do soniethhig about it. This is 
his view: "For one, 1 shall not object if 
the little Dominion of (Canada, backed by 
Great Britain, shall continue to treat us 
as a nation of good-nal iired dummies in 
commerce and in dipt niacy, and to push 
their aggressive policy until i his country 
shall awake to its mission ami its duty on 
this continent. * * * In niy opinion, 
the proper measures to be adopted are to 
prohibit the Canadian Pacific Ibvilway 
fnun carrying goods between the Pacific 
Coast and the Atlantic seaboard of the 
l'nited Stjitoa free of duty, and lay a dis- 
criminating duty upon all goods imported 
from Asia by tho way of Canada." Now 
wo rejilly hope that Mr. Nimmo will not 
lose anj' sleep over this in;itter. Cana- 
dians intend to go right along, building 
railways and ships, and in other ways de- 
veloping the resources of their iiiagiiili- 
cent country. It will be quite open 
to ~ the United States authorities 
to proclaim non-intercourse. That w(»uld 
be a calamity no doubt, but the United 
States would suffer from it mora than 
Canada would, and it would draw the 
people of the Dominion nearer to the 
mother country. However, wo do not 
think the United States authorities would 
be unwise enough to drive Canadian trade 
from their markets. If iion-intei'coiirsi 
comes it must be endured. It will be 
unfortunate, but Canada will probably 
continue to exist. In one respect Mr- 
Nimmo makes a statoineiit so astounding 
tliat we' can not possibly ascribe it to 
ignorance. He says: "'In the pending 
fishery treaty that government proposes 
the lowest sort of a dicker, viz: to grant 
to American fishing vessels the privileges 
of shelter from storms in her ports, fo 
the freedom of our fish markets, notwith- 
standing tho fact that the right of shel- 
ter is one which modern civili7.ation lias 
placed within tho pale of the 
comity of nations." This ia moat aatoinicl- 
ingly untrue. The privilege of shelter is 
not provided for in the fiaheries' treaty, 
and. there is no stipulation for free fish 
■ in it. Vessels of every country and of 
every description are welcorne to take 
iBhelKer in Canadian waters at all times; 
and if they wore not, the treaty of 1818 
expressly provides that United States 
fishing vessels are entitled to ahelter. 
That treaty has not been abrogated nor 
does Canada desire to abrogate it. Cana- 
dians would be very glad to have free 
access for their lisli into the United States, 
and are willing to pay something for the 
privilege; but the matter is tabt mentioned 
in the treaty. It will be seen that Mr. 
Niramo'a admonition to the United 
States Government aad people loses half 
its force by its untruthfulness.

Women who brace themseives for weeks 
to submit to tbe mortifying ordeal o( 
swearing out each warrants agal^iat their 
husbands are sometlmet surprised to 
learn the exact basis of the law 

If a man bos beaten a woman and madr 
her life an almost inaapportable burden 
to her, bat asserts that lie has not aban 
doned ber, that be will go home with, ber 
and live with her, then that woman is Dot 
in danger of becoming a pauper, and tbe 
police justice, though ue may feel the ut 
most compassion for her, can oodv leU her 
to go home with him, and have him up for 
assault if be beats ber. Tbe woman often 
will not venture to appeal to the court 
again, for an assault complaint, she hav 
lug learned that anv other is useless, will 
mean her husband's imprisouuiout and 
stoppage of the family Income. The man 
very naturally comes to tho conclusion 
that whatever he does his -mfe vnl\ have 
to put up ^vith it, and acts for the future 
very mucli as ho pleases A man who has 
a decent Income baa Ms wife even more in 
bis power. She Imagines slio can secure 
his punishment for deserting her for a 
prettier face than her owu. Slio trie.-i 
hihe opens her eyes when sho finds the 
abandomneat wan'auts open tho door to 
Hu many dollars a week only If be can 
Mupport two women that la bis business 
not tbe court's. Ho gives bonds to secure 
her bread, with not too much huttor, and 
j;oi'3 buck to hid newer llaiiio It is 
couples of this sort largely for whom the 
police sergeant is banker They don l 
i-are to meet personally, and tho court 
oHlclal collects, pays and takes the re 
ceiptB.

A Race for the Ten Iriiaie. 

The Northern Pacific is making an 
effort to secure a share of tlie tea tnido 
from tlie Pacific to the Atlantic coast, 
which of late has been monopolized to a 
i/reat extent by the Canadian Pagiflc. On 
Tuesday the first shipment of aixleen car- 
loads arrivedat Chicago on its way to New 
York. Tlie tea waa received at Tacoina 
by the Northern I'acitic, transferred to 
the Burlingtiiu Nortlierii at .St. Paid, 
,ind on its arrival here was taken eastward 
over the Chicago & Atlantic, which con 
iiects with the Erie for New York. Tlie 
object iu to evercome the Canadian Pacific 
record in time of 'tiansportation from 
ocean to ocean. The train made remark- 
ably fast time over the international 
lines of the route, and it is scheduled to 
run at about 10 miles an liour from Chicago 
to New York. Much interest is attached 
to the competition, a.i the result is des 
lined to have an important effect on trans- 
continental traffic.

Unless this is done the service will 
lose some very viduable si-'i vaiits, and as 
a conseipience the standard of ethcieney 
in the departnioiit will be greatly reduced.

Mr. Justice Gray yesterday, in dis- 
charging the prisoner O'Uuilly for break- 
ing into the St. A,'!e'H Convent,, said that 
the prisoner wa.s charged with breaking 
into the luiuse with iiiteiil, to eoiiiiuit a 
felony therein. His lordshi|) said that 
there could be no doubt that ho had en- 
tered the building — that jioiiit was bo- 
yoiid i|iiestioii, but on the other hand, 
there was not the slightest uvidenco that 
the prisoner did that act with tlie iiituiil 
to coiiiniit a felony. On the contrary, 
thu SA'orii testin^ioiiy rather |)ointed to 
the conuiuaioi) tliat thu prisoner had, 
when drunk, wandered into the convent 
under the impreHBion that ih )vas the "C " 
liatt.ery barrack. His lurduhip said that 
many little incidents mentioned by the 
witnesses coiiliriiiud this view. He must 
therefore disehiirgo the prisoner on this 
charge, but li(i[n!d that suiiie other means 
of punishing him could bo found. The 
utmost prjitcctinn of thu law should be 
adbrded to poj^sons in their dwelling 
houses during a)! hog^A of tlio day, but 
inoro especially at night.

Soiiio ladies in the house, hearing the ro- 
marki told him he should have some re- 
gard for his sister's wishes, and also 
urged him to reiiiaiii at home. Finding 
he w;is ilcleriiiiued logo, one of the ladies 
said, "^^'ell, if you will go, at least kiss 
your sister before leaving." This the 
young man did, and left the house. (!o- 
iiig into the .Arcade Restaurant, he was 
met by .1(10 Levj', who remarked, "Surely, 
Abe, you are not going out lo Race Rocks 
on a boisterous night like this. Vou had 
better give up the idea," _ "Oh, yes, I'll 
go; there's no danger," said Vandersluse, 
and he loft the restauranl.

AT THE BOT'J'OM OF THE BA Y. 

The North Faclflo's Boiler, Wbiltt BUiil' 
Placed In the Vessel at Tacoma, 
KoUs Overboard. ' ' 

'I'lie Ion boiler huiit in Sun Fraii- 
ciseo al. a cost of .Sl.'0,000 for tin) steamer 
North I'aeilie, anil lamleil at Thcoiuh hy 
liie .slcaiiior .-Mki, is now resting at tlio 
botloni of Coniiiienceniont Bay. A 
'I'acoiiia house mover named Ranilull 
undertook to place the boiler on board 
1 lie Ifoi-th Pacific for the sura of ^1<>0, 
and this is how he ftccomjiliphed the Usk: 
On Tuesday evening tlie iniinenso boiler 
was placed in proper position on the 
wharf, ami when the tide brought the 
.steamer's deck on a level with the wharf 
the moving was begun. The boiler w.a« 
Kupported on thioe-inoh'fir pjajn^^^, jaiid 
was rolled on to the steamer. As soon 
as the weight of the heavy iron structure 
came upun the dock, the boat sank 
lower in the water, tilting up 
the planks, and of course the 
lioilor rolled (piickly over. The planks 
snapjied like pipe-stems, and the enorm- 
ous weight o( thirty tons draahed against 
the port guard of the steamer. TIio 
jjuai-d gave wiiy like an egfj-shell, and 
with a mighty Hjilash the boiler went 
ovci'l)ii;iril and sank (|iiickly out of sight. 
As tho boiler went over tho port rail of 
llio stdaiiuu' sank to the water's odye, the 
stern lines snapped like pack threads and 
the steamer swung far out intti the wuler. 
By almost a miracle tho men engaged in 
the work escaiied in jury, and tho noisa of 
the breaking timbers and H]ilaHhiiig water 
waa luiard i|iute a dislaiico oil. Wednesday 
morning Hi'miidinas were titken, iiIkI the 
boiler was found lying on its side iu the 
mud in afiuut |10 feet of water at low tide. 

Captain Olanooy, port captain of the 
company, was in Victoria nt the time of 
the Hooidont, and a moBsiv.;o was sent to 
him sainothing like tlii.s: "The Puciljc's 
boiler is at tho buttoin of Oomnioiiconioiil 
May, What shall wo do'/" To wliioh tho 
captain pruinptly replied; *'Get it out, 
of course," A diver was sent for and the 
work ot recovering the boiler will oom- 
iiienoe iis soon as he reaches Taooina. T^ho 
lask will entail a sfrcat cost, to' say n6th- 
iiig of tho delay in gettuig the steamer 
ready for nniniiig.
